The Welland residents were 
fishing in a boat near Nicholls 
Marine in Fort Erie at about 3:30 
p.m., Saturday when someone 
on shore started yelling at them 
that a person was further down 
the river "just floating." 

The men pulled up anchor 
and headed towards the other 
end of the river in search of the 


the rest of the boat was all sub¬ 
merged," said Kevin. “He was 
about 100 feet away from the 
boat He had a little life-jacket on 
and he was barely holding on. 

“He was moaning and just 
barely conscious. He was defi¬ 
nitely hypothermic. The water 
was 32 degrees, ft was freezing. 
He couldn’t move. We had to 
physically lift him in (the boat).” 

He said they then transferred 
the patient to firefighters who 
had their own boat in the river.

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Tonnes of steel crash onto QEW 



Investigators from the Ontario Pro¬ 
vincial Police are looking into what 
could have been a deadly situation in 
the QEW’s Toronto-bound lanes at Casa¬ 
blanca Boulevard Feb. 17. 

A tractor-trailer lost part of its load, 
which resulted in a large steel cylinder 
"tumbling down the highway," said Sgt. 
Kerry Schmidt. 


"There were no injuries, but it caused 
significant damage to the asphalt against 
the guardrail,” Schmidt said. “Apparendy 
he was slamming on the brakes or trying 
to avoid a collision, and the straps didn't 
hold it. 

"It was huge, thousands of pounds of 
steel. The truck guys are looking into it" 
Schmidt said the mishap caused lane 
closures.

Also known as P3s, public-private 
partnerships involve a contract between 
a public-sector authority and a private 
party. The private party provides a public 
service or project, and assumes substan¬ 
tial risk and responsibility in the project, 
while remuneration is linked to perform-

The presentation was general in nature 
and was not intended to address specific 
projects or situations, although council¬ 
lors asked about some. 

Chemla said most P3s involve the bun¬ 
dling of project components into a single 
procurement, notably design, construc¬ 
tion, operations and/or maintenance/ 
lifecycle. 

As part of the procurement process, a 
single private-sector partner is selected 
and is responsible for the delivery of the 
project components under a single con- 



The public sector pays for perform¬ 
ance, as long as the private partner meets 
specific obligations and standards.

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Wine will soon join beer in grocery stores

The Niagara wine indus¬ 
try is applauding last Thursday’s 
announcement from the provincial 
government that wine will be sold 
in up to 300 grocery stores across 
Ontario. 

Wine, beer and cider will be avail¬ 
able for sale in 70 grocers this fall. 

“This is of real significance to our 
industry," said Patrick Gedge, presi¬ 
dent of the Winery & Grower Alli¬ 


ance of Ontario, based in Vineland. 

“There is potential for us to grow 
the industry as a result of that... to 
grow the sale of Ontario wine, buy 
more Ontario grapes and increase 
our economic impact to the prov- 



announced the expanded alcohol 
sales at a Toronto grocery store last 
Thursday morning. 

Ed Clark’s wine and spirits panel 
has called for existing wine retail¬ 
ers in grocery stores to be allowed to 


share checkout lanes. 

“Finally people in Ontario will be 
able to buy their wine and groceries 
at the same place, at the same time, 
at the same checkout," Wynne said 

Ontario began permitting beer 
sales in grocery stores in December 

Clark did not recommend 
stand-alone booze stores, and 
some grocers will be limited to 
Ontario-only VQA wine for the first 
three years. The new plan for alco¬

"The government said, ‘I don’t want to 
blow up the LCBO, I don't want to blow up 
The Beer Store, what I want is for them to be 
betted’said Clark. 

Gedge said his group worked with Clark 
and his team for the last year and a half to 
“ensure the changes provide growth oppor¬ 
tunities for all segments of the Ontario wine 
industry.” 

Gedge described Clark’s recommenda¬ 
tions as balanced 

“We look forward to enhancing con¬ 
sumer access and exposure to Ontario wines 
through grocers in the province.” 

Gedge said the alliance stressed to Clark 
the important economic driver and growth 
potential of the Ontario wine industry that 
extends across agriculture, production, dis¬ 
tribution, and tourism. 

"We consistently advocated for a progres¬ 
sive policy framework for the Ontario wine 
industry across three principles that would 
drive domestic industry growth, recognize 
investments already made, and ensure our 
ability to compete with the international 
wine market," he said 

Currently, wine is only sold at the LCBO 
andaselect number of retailers, such as the 
Wine Rack. 

Richard Linley, president of the Wine 
Council of Ontario, also based in Vineland, 
said the announcement is a “positive first 
step in leveling the playing field” for Ontario 
VQA wineries. 

"The proposed approach will have a direct 
positive impact on the future of Ontario VQA 
wineries, leading to increased sales, growth 
and job creation in our industry,” he said. 


"Future retail channels will also help com¬ 
plement our industry’s longstanding and 
important partnership with the LCBO.” 

According to the province, the bidding 
and authorization process for wine will be 
similar to the beer in grocery stores initia- 

To ensure fair representation of grocers 
and an equitable geographic distribution, 
the allocation criteria for wine will be simi¬ 
lar to beer, with authorizations reserved for 
independent grocers and allocated across 

In mid December, Food Basics on Mon¬ 
trose Road was named by the provincial 
government as one of the first 58 grocery 
stores across Ontario to sell beer 

Food Basics in Niagara Falls was the 
only Niagara store listed in the first round 
of Ontario’s committment to make it more 
convenient for people to buy beer 

Ministry of Finance spokesman Scott 
Blodgett said grocers that currently sell beer 
can’t automatically sell wine. 

“Single-store grocery operators that were 
successful in the 2015 allocation would be 
able to bid for a new universal wine licence 
for their store to combine with their existing 
beer licence.” 

Blodgett said large grocers are able to 
transfer their existing beer authorizations to 
another of their stores within a region, "and 
so those grocers would participate in the 
competitive allocation process for the new 
universal wine and beer licences.” 

Mark Bernhardt, a spokesman for Metro 

said they’re pleased to hear of the wine 
announcement, “and we look forward to 
offering it in our stores.
